1. Within the total amount of fun®# authorixed for foreign intelligence pur- 
poses from the appropriation* available to the Agency an®, within policy line# 
established, authority 1# hereby granted to approve of aapionage an® eounter- 
espionage operational project#, not heretofore approved under previously 
existing procedures, u follow#: 

a. The Deputy Director (Plana) may approve of any project call- 
ing for an expenditure of an amount not exceeding $100,000 in a Fiscal 
Year, The Chief of Operation#, Offica of toe Deputy Diractcr (Flans), 
say approve of the renewal of project* where previously epprove® by 
competent authority and the amount* involve® will not exceed $100,000 
to, a Fiacal Year. 

b. The Chief of Operations my approve of project# to amount# 
not exceeding $29,000 to a Fiacal Year, an® nay delegate to writing 
such authority to the Chief of Foreign intelligence, as to individual 
projects involving an expenditure of less than $5/000. (The Chief of 
Foreign Intelligence Staff nay approve of the renewal of project# where 
previously approve® by competent authority end the amount# involve® 
will not exceed $25/000 to a Fiscal Year.) 

c. Projects involving expenditures to excea# of $100,000 to a 
Fiacal Year will ba forwarded by toe Deputy Director (Plans) to the 
Deputy Director of Central Intelligence with BB/P reeemseadationt 

for action. The Deputy Director of Central Intelligence will effect any 
further coordination which he deess expropriate and ie authorised to 
his discretion to approve of any such project or refer it to the Director 
for ^termination ef final action. 

2. All matters involving significant new policy determinations or other ques- 
tions indicating tha desirability of decision by higher authority, including the 
Director of Central Intelligence, will be properly referred for decision prior to 
fin a l action, rsgardl eat of the amounts involved. Proprietary, subsidy, and 
ether projects within the scope of Section 9 A of the Confidential Funds Regula- 
tions will continue to be handled in accordance with established procedures. 
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
